SAYS MUST BE NO 
CRYING FOR PROFITS 


Secretary of War Baker Declares 
There Should be no Interfer­ 
ence In War Program. 


TALKS AT C. OF C. CONVENTION 


By GEORGE MARTIN 


( U. P. Staff Correspondent.) 
Atlantic City, N. J., Sept. 18.— 
“There must be no interference nor 
crying for war profits in the patri­ 
otic war program of American busi­ 
ness,” Secretary of War Baker de­ 
clared to leaders of American bus- 
ness in the convention of the United 
States Chamber of Commerce today. 
Baker minced no words in declar­ 
ing that there was a disposition at 
the outset of America’s entrance in 
the war program for business to be 
“punctuated’’ with cries for profits. 
“I feel 
certain that this 
spirit is 
gone,” the war secretary said. 
“It 
j must be gone. 
It took business a 
little time to realize that the ques­ 
tion is one of patriotism and not 
j profit.” 
Referring to the attitude of trade, 
commerce and industry towards its 
labor 
Baker 
continued: 
“In its 
work of war business it must remem­ 
ber there is a speed past which it 
cannot go. If business wears out the 
nerves and lives of its. workers it 
j makes an uneconomic use of its op­ 
portunities. 
Business must 
safe­ 
guard labor by decent labor wages, 
hours and working conditions.”

Will Not Seize Home Food 
There is no truth in a widely cir­ 
culated statement that the govern­ 
ment expects 
to take 
food 
sup­ 
plies from any 
family. 
Both 
the 
food administration and the'depart­ 
ment of agriculture join in a state­ 
ment to counteract what seems to 
be a deliberate 
propaganda 
to the 
effect that the government intends to 
take from every family all canned 
goods put 
up 
in 
excess 
of 
190 
quarts. 
Women told of this rumor 
when requested to sign the 
food 
conservation 
cards 
at the county 
fair last week. 
This is only one of the variations 
of the rumor, which has been widely 
circulated. 
Another 
statement 
is 
that the government has been urg­ 
ing the canning, drying, 
and pre­ 
serving of fruits and vegetables so 
that they will

Secretary of War Baker Declares 


There Should be no Interfer- 


ence in War Program. 


TALKS AT C. OF C. CONVENTION

Atlantic City, N. J., Sept. 18.— 


"There must be no interference nor 
frying for war profits in the patri- 
otic war program of American busi- 
ness," Secretary of War Baker de- 
clared to leaders of American bus- 
ness in the convention of the United 
States Chamber of Commerce today. 


Baker minced no words in declar- 


ing that there was a disposition at 
the outset of America's entrance in 
the war program for business to be 
"punctuated" with fries for profits.
